Details of the drive, which will 
be non-partisan, are to be worked 
out, Morrison said, at a meeting 
of the executive council in Wash­ 
ington late in April or early

May.

of labor. It does not embrace the 
formation of a separate labor par­ 
ty, Morrison declared emphatical­ 
ly.

LETTER THREATENING 
PHELAN INVESTIGATED 


SAN FRANCISCO, Mar. 29,—A let 
ter threatening the 
life 
of 
United 
States Senator James D. Phelan is be­ 
ing investigated today by tmstal and 
police authorities. 
The letter, which 
was received March 20. is now in the 
hands of Postoffice Inspector William 
Madeira. 
Accordihg to Senator Phelan, the 
threat demanded $2000, the disposi­ 
tion of which would be designated in 
a letter of instructions to follow. The 
second letter has not yet arrived. 
The message was signed “L of O. 
O.,’* of “S. of O. 0.,” the handwriting 
being very illegible. Police are work­ 
ing on the theory that the initials des­ 
ignate an organisation similar to the 
“C. C. of C,w which has been threaten­ 
in g prominent Oakland citizens for 
T 
ie time past and which, it is alog­ 
ia responsible for the recent killing 
of Mrs. George Greenwood by a bomb. 
Thia theory la rejected by Senator 
Phelan, who believes the epistle is a 
“plain case of blackmail.” 
‘‘I do not think it prudent to dis­ 
close the contents of the letter,” de­ 
clared Senator Phelan last night. “To 
do so might interfere with the work of 
the authorities. 
The, letter 
merely 
told me something dire would happen 
unless I gave up $2000.” 
Senator Phelan says the letter is 
not the first of Its kind he has received, 
one being sent him last Angust, while 
he was lr. Washington.

According ta the radicals the threat

of the Allied mission—is an effort to 
impress the peace

It is purged that the German foreign 
office nopes this may lead to a split 
between the Allied nations regarding 
the procedure if the Germans refuse 
to sign the pact. Certain Entente na­ 
tions, it is claimed, will oppose con­ 
tinuing the blockade 
of 
Germany, 
fearing the 
spread 
of 
Bolshevism, 
while others probably will insist on 
enforcing conditions demanded of the 
Germans. 
The most sincere opponents of Bol­ 
shevism, as well as the independent 
socialists, demand that a group of real 
pacifists be sent to Paris in place of 
the commission already announced to 
deal openly with the Allies in an ef 
fort to establish 
Germany's 
future 
relations with the world honestly and 
without tricks. 
\ supposedly secret organization of 
officers and soldiers of the old regime 
is being watched apprehensively by 
the radical elements, who claim it is

But carefully- 
kept books will do more than that; 
they will enable the farmer at one 
glance to determine which was the 
paying and which the non-paying 
branch of his business in any year. 
This determined, it is but a step to 
the abandoning of the unprofitable 
branoht. or the study of better meth­ 
ods 
’farming whereby it may be­ 
come profitable, or at least enable the 
farmer to break even. 
Better run 
and 
more profitable 
farms and better equipped farmhous­ 
es should be the result of farm- book­ 
keeping. Farm records are simple, and 
the book especially designed for the 
purpose makes keeping them an easy 
matter, even though, as some one re­ 
marks, the best farmers are not al­ 
ways the best business men. 
This is a good time to start keeping 
the farm accounts because farm sales 
and purchases are low, and time Is 
more easily devoted to it than later 
in the year. Information can be ob­ 
tained from the state or federal De­ 
partment of Agriculture.

"It was my privilege to serve on 
♦he board of education here during 
nearly eight years, the last four years 
of which I served as president of the 
board. 
It was during my incumbency 
as a member of the board that we call­ 
ed Mr. Cranston,

years of this time I naturally came in­ 
to pretty close contact with the man, 
both in his official capacity and like­ 
wise as a citizen of our community. 
Our relations during all of this time 
were always most pleasant, and it ap­ 
pears rather strange to me that there 
are those who accuse him of being a 
sort of arbitrary despot. 
■ “During these five years our board 
built four modern school buildings—

and the regular school work.
